Queen Maud wos dorn on Novem- 
ber 26, 1869, the fMfth child of 
Edward VI, As Princess Maud 
Charlotte Mary Victoria she marricd 
in 1896 Prince Christlan Frederic 
Charles George Vaidemar Axe] of 
Denmark, second son of the then 
Crown Prince of Denmark (who 


~Jafterwards became King Frederick 


VIII). \ 

The marringe was os near a love 
match as such inter-family alliances 
can be, for no special diplomatic ad- 
vantages could be expected from the 
marriage of the daughter of the 
future King of England to the 
youngtr son of a Seandinavion Crown 
Prince. : 

The alllance, however, undoubted- 
ly proved useful to Prince Charles, 
as he was generally called, when 
Norway seceded from: the union 
with Sweden In 1905 and looked 
uround for a king of Its own. At 
that time the little court at Copen- 
hagen had representatives on nearly 
every throne in Europe, and a 
Danish Prince with an English- 
Danish wife (Maud’s mother, Queen 
Alexundra, was a ‘Dan'sh Princess) 
seemed the most suitable to the Nor- 
wegians. The throne of Norway was 
offered to Charles, and he accepted, 
taking the title of King Haakon V1. 

The new Danish-British dynasty 
Proved entircly suitable to the Nor- 
wegians, and the royal couple quickly 
established themselves In the esteem 
of thelr subjects. They were a devot- 
ed couple, without ambition or plans 
for aggrandisement, and the court at 
Christianiu was entirely free from 
scandal.

Qucen Moud was extremely popu- 
lar in England, although she had

keep to themselves. Unitortun- 
ately, however, in the endeavour 
to secure ’‘an ‘equitable division 
of. the commodity, . disputes 
sometimes occur, which, con- 
sider.ng the smali‘valuc of anulf 
in modern opinion, ig scarcely 
understandable to the onlooker. 


FAMILY HEIRLOOMS 


Most of the old snuff which is 
sold in South China is obtained 
from the descendants of the 
families of officials under the 
Manel regime. - Tt must be ‘re- 
membered that, in former days, 
snuff inking: was: a universal 
habit, and every mandarin re- 
gardless of rank possessed a few 
cunees which had been pre- 
sented to him. in his _ official 
capacity. As most of this snuff 
was of the ancient variety im- 
ported during the eighteenth 
teantury, it was peculiarly prized, 
and handed down in families as 
an heirloom of particular merit. 

Owing to the advent of ‘the 
Republic and the influx of Furo- 
pean ideas, much of this erst- 
while treasured product has 
been thrown upon the market, 
and bought up by travelling 
traders who resell it. to the dis- 
‘tributors in Canton and Hong- 
ikong. ‘These Jatter are men of 
lexceptional_ shrewdness, and be- 
‘eause of the fact that they 
themselves are addicts of the 
habit, are enabled to act as con- 
noisseurs, and thus are in the 
position of securing’ a veritable 
monopoly of the market. More- 
over, like the. proprietors of 
well-stocked ‘wine-cellars in 
western countries, they are 
wont to classify their commo‘li- 
ties by age, and can differenti- 
ate with the most minute dis- 
itinetness, the peculiarity of 
every blend of snuff in their 
possession, 


IMPORTANT TRADE 


> 

One of the best known of 
these Chinese denlers in old 
snuff is the Canton firm of 
Ts'cung Chan, wnich during the 
past. twenty years has bought 
and sold nearly 15,000 con- 
tainers of old snuff. When It is 
realised that cach - containcr 
contains a minimum of. four 
ounces, and that the gross 
total will approximate nearly 
two tons, the importance of this 
trade ig at once apparent. 
What must ‘have been the ex- 
tent of the commerce when 
practically every one in the Mid- 
dle Kingdom was an addict of the 
habit can be left to the imagina- 
tion. Needless to say, the trade 
in snuff affords one of the most 
interesting episodes in the 
lengthy chapter of the China 
and which, singularly 
enough, still survives as a testi- 
of the vanished days 
when European traders and 
their wares. were more highly 
esteemed than they are at the 
present day.

Marine Inquiries 

The Merchant Shipping Or- 
dinance of 1899 provides for 
public inquiries into shipwrecks 
or other casualties affecting 
ships. An anomaly arises, how- 
ever. The Ordinance makes 
provision for inquiries into 
casualties in which ships are in- 
volved, but in the definition of 
ships expressly exempts junks, 


As the Ordinance now stands, 
it appears that there is no 
authority to demand an inquiry 
into an accident involving a ship 
and a junk, or involving two 
junks, : 


Actually, departmental  in- 
quiries are sometimes held, al- 
though the authority for them 
cannot be found in the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance. But they. 
are informal and although law- 
yers are present to watch the 
interests. of those involved, the 
evidence is not taken on oath, as 
in a regularly constituted Marine 
Court of Inquiry. 


The Press is rigidly excluded 
from these departmental in-. 
quiries, and what transpires” 
behind the closed doors is known 
only to the princinals and de- 
partmental authorities. 


An anomaly exists here that 
should be corrected. While it 
would be absurd to require that 
every accident involving junks_ 
should be investigated, we be- 
lieve that if a marine accident 
is serioug enough to warrant. a 
departmental inquiry, it is 
serious enough to be carried out 
in a regularly constituted Court,

Snuff 


NE of the most unusual 
roles in the history of 
the China trade has been 
played by that familiar 
domestic commodity of our 
ancestors—snuff. ‘Not even 
the ubiquitous cigarette. of 
our modern era has enjoyed 
greater popularity; for less 
than a century since, the 
offering of a. well-filled 
snuff-box to one’s acquain- 
tances was regarded in the 
light of’ a social grace. 
Nowadays, of course, except 
in certain isolated communities, 
the use of snuff is practically 
obsolote, although singularly 
cnough, it is still, in vogue in 
China; for in this ancient land 
many of the established habits 
of tho past have not yet fallen 
into desuctude. Indeed, there is 
n considerable percentage among 
the more conservative element 
of the Chinese people who retain 
with ‘affection this habit of 
another era. For ‘them, moro- 
over, snuff. is a daily necessity, 
and ‘strange as it may appear, 
an exceedingly expensive ono; 
for these devotees of pet-yin, or 
“nose tobacco” as it is. termed 
in the vernacular, have the 
tastes of true virtuosi, compared 
with whom the most avid con- 
noisseurs of rare wines pale into 
insignificance. 
ARISTOCRATIC CULT 
Strangely enough,  snufl- 
taxing as practised by old- 
fashioned Chinese 
elevated to the atatus of an 
aristocratic cult, distinguished 


by a number of opinions and be- .. 


liefs which, to ay the least, 
seem to the uninitiated to be 
whimsical and even fantastic. 
For instance, there is the notion 
that snuff, in order to be good, 
must be old; for, like wine, it is 
rlleged to improve with age, and 
after a hundred years or so, it 
acquires a ‘bouquet’ which is 
absolutely incomparable, and in- 
cidentally, a value ‘which is 
many times greater than its 
weight in ailver.

Other savoury filllngs may be 
substituted: for cheese, such as sar- 
ciines, skinned, boned, flaked and 
yeasoned with Worcester sauce and 
femon julee; salmon with a dish of 
spleed vinegar and butter to’ bind; 
or any fish or meat paste, If desired 
these fingers may bo, rcheated before 
serving. . 
+ Cases of Petits Choux pittry, 
usually filled with cream, are de- 
Uelous and uncommon when stuffed 
with a savoury mixture. 

Chopped asparagus and mayonnaise 
is’ especlally good; so ly scrambled 
egg flavoured With tomato ketchup 
und grated cheese; or hard-boiled egg 
and salted double cream.

TO GUIDE CHINA 


In an article in a supplement on 
the war in Chinn published by the 
Osukn “Mainichi” Mr. Kawal tukes a 
rather fatalistle view, assuming that 
ntrife in the law of life in the Far 
East. He remarks that since very 
unclent times states have been rising 
and falling in thls part of the world, 
while races have been pressing for- 
ward in different directions. 

He mentions three kinds of 
pressure: . the movement of peoples 
advancing from the cast to the west, 
of those pushing from the west to 
the cast, and of those which are press- 
ing forward from the south to the 
north, : 

Jnpan, according to Mr. Kawal, 
symbolises the firat of these forces, 
the Soviet Union the second, ond 
China the third, This might seem to 
condemn the Far East to unending 
\strugete. 

But the Foreign OMce spokesman 
finds a partial solution for this 
dilemma by.restating the assumption, 
always popular with Japanese, that, 
as Japan is materially more advanced 
than China, it has a foreordaincd 
mission to lead China toward greater 
prosperity.

anuff, they will often club to- 
gether and purchase one of the 
antique: glass -phials of ‘the pro- 
duct, which they will carefully 
keep to themselves. Unfortun- 
ately, however, in. the endeavour 
to secure an equitable division 
of the commodity, disputes 
sometimes . occur, which, - con- 
sider.ng the small valuc of snuff 
jn modern opinion, is scarcely 
understandable. to the or, ooker. 


FAMILY HEIRLOOMS 


Most of the old snuff which is 
sold in South China is obtained 
from the descendants of the 
families of officials under the 
Manchu regime. It must be re- 
membered that, in former days, 
snufe taking was a universal 
habit, and every mandarin re- 
sgardless of rank possessed a few 
ounces which had been pre- 
sented to him in his official 
expacily. As most of this snuff 
was of the ancient variety im- 
ported during the eighteenth 
century, it was peculiarly prized, 
nnd handed down in families as 
an heirloom of particular merit. 

Owing to the advent of the 
Republic and the influx of Euro- 
pean ideas, much of this erst- 
while treasured product has 
'hyvon thrown upon the market, 
and bought up by travelling 
traders who resell it to the dis- 
| Lributors jin Canton and Hong- 
‘kong. These latter are men of 
exceptional shrewdness, and be- 
fenuse of the fuet that they 
themselves are addicts of.the 
habit, are enabled to act as con- 
noisseurs, and thus are in the 
{ position of securing a veritable 
monopoly of the market. More- 
over, like the ‘proprietors of 
well-stocked  wine-cellars in 
western countries, they are 
wont to classify their commodi- 
ties by age, and can differenti- 
ate with the most minute dis- 
tinctness, the peculiarity of 
every blend of snuff in| their 
‘possession, f 


IMPORTANT TRADE 


One of the best known of 
these Chinese dealers in old 
snuff is the Canton firm of 
Ts'eung Chan, which during the 
past twenty years has bought 
and ‘sold nearly 15,000 coni- 
tainers of old snuff. When it is 
realised that each’ container 
contains a minimum of four 
ounces,’ and that the gross 
total will approximate nearly 
two tons, the importance of this 
trade ig at once apparent, 
What must have been the ¢x- 
tent of the commerce when 
practically every one in the Mid- 
dle Kingdom was an addict of the 
habit can be left to the imagina- 
tion. Needless to say, the trade 
in snuff affords one of the most 
interesting episodes in the 
lengthy chapter of the China 
trade, and which, singularly 
enough, still survives as a testi- 
monial of the vanished days 
when European traders and 
their wares were more highly 
esteemed than they are at the 
present day.

Marine Inquiries 


. The Merchant Shipping Or- 
dinance of 1899 provides for 
public inquirics into shipwrecks 
or other casualties affecting 
ships. An anomaly arises, how- 
ever, The Ordinance makes 
provision for inquiries into 
casualties in which ships are in- 
volved, but in the definition of 
ships expressly exempts junks. 


As the Ordinance now stands, 
it appears that there is no 
authority to demand an inquiry 
into an accident involving a ship 
and a junk, or involving two 
junks, 


Actually, departmental in- 
quiries are sometimes held, al- 
though the authority for them 
cannot be found in the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance. But they 
are informal and althouch law- 
yers are present to watch the 
interests of those involved, the 
evidence is not taken on oath, a3 
in aregulorly constituted Marine 
Court of Inquiry. 


The Press is ‘rigidly excluded 
from these departmental in- 
quiries, and what transpires 
behind the closed doors is known 
only to the princivals and de- 
partmental authorities.

Snuff 


ONE of the most unusual 
roles in the Wisrary oe 
the China trade has been 
played by that familiar 
domestic commodity of our 
ancestors—snuff. Not even 
the ubiquitous cigarette of 
our modern era has enjoyed 
greater popularity; for less 
than a century since, the 
offering of a well-filled 
snuff-box to one’s acquain- © 
tances was regarded in the - 
light of a social grace. | 
Nowadays, of course, except 
in certain isolated communitics, 
the use of snuff is practically 
obsolete, although singularly 
enough, it is still in vogue in 
China; for in this ancient land 
many of the established habits 
of the past have not yot fallen 
into desuetude. Indeed, there is 
a considerable percentage among 
the more conservative element 
of the Chinese people who retain 
with affection this habit of 
another era. For them, more- 
over, snuff is o daily necessity, 
and strange as it may appear, 
an excecdingly expensive, one; 
for these devotees of pei-yin, or 
“nose tobacco” a3 it is termed 
in the vernacular, have the 
tastes of true wrtuosi, compared 
with whom ‘the most avid con- 
noisseurs of rare wines pale into 
insignificance. a oe 
ARISTOCRATIC CULT 
Strangely enough, 
taxing as practised by old- 
fashioned. Chinese has. been 
elevated to the. status of an. 
aristocratic cult, distinguished 
by a number of opinions and be- 
liefs which, to say the least, 
seem to.the uninitiated to be 
whimsical and even fantastic. 
For instarice, there is the notion 
that snuff, in order to be -good, 
must be old; for, like wine, it is 
alleged to improve with age, and 
after. a hundred years or so, it 
acquires a ‘bouquet’' which is 
absolutely incomparable, and in- 
cidentally, a value which. is 
many ‘times greater than its 
weight in silver. ; 
- The-grades. of.snuff. in most.: 


‘demand are those imported into 


China from Portugal in the time 
of the Manchu emperors Ch'len 
Lung .and Chia Ch’ing (circa 
1735-1820), which are packed in 
gilt ornnmented glass bottles of 
early American manufacture. 
These botties are of various 
sizes ranging from 2 to 20 


‘ounces, and while in the country 


of their origin, they were proba- 
bly intended to hold spirits or 
Uqueurs, they were utnised by 
the foreign merchants at Can-, 
ton to serve as contniners for 


nuff. 
PRECIOUS COMMODITY 

_ According to the firm belief 
of the present-day Chinese de- 
voter of snuff, the commodity, to 
be of value, must be in the ori- 
ginal glass pnial in which it was 
packed so long ago, and a8 four- 
teen distinct blends and seven 
different styles of containers 
are recognised, it requires no 
little art to be able to distinguish 
with sufficient exactitude ‘the 
many variations of the product. 
Ench grade, moreover, is of a 
different value, and, os re- 
marked above, this snuff which 
has survived through the years 
with its flavour unimpaired is 
extremely precious. _A_ four. 
ounce bottle of genuine old snuff 
will command ‘at the present 
time, no less than $45 in H.K.

egg; divide foto fingers and bake in 
nu quick oven, , 

{t is better not to cut the pastry 
quite through before baking. Just 
indicate the slze of finger desired, 
and when it is cooked cut with a 
sharp knife. 2 . : 

Other suvoury flings may be 
substituted for cheese, such us snr- 
Gines, skinned, boned, flaked ond 
veasoned with Worcester sauce and 
lemon julee; salmon with a dish of 
spleed vinegar and butter to bind; 
or any fish or meat paste. If desired 
these Angers may be reheated before 
serving. 

Cases of Petite Choux pastry, 
usually filled with cream, are de- 
liclous and uncommon when stuffed 
with a savoury mixture, 

Chopped aspnraguy and mayonnaise 
ig espeelally stood; so is scrambled 
egg favoured with tomato ketchup 
and grated cheese; or hard-boiled egg 
and salted double cream. These 
mixtures may also be used for filling 
empty shells of short pastry. 

The hollow stems of celery filled 
with cream cheese, sprinkled with 
Paprika ond chopped parsley, and 
cut into finger-lengths, both Tool at- 
tractive and taste dellclous.

Publicity Council and the Political Board to-day. 


According to the statement, 
the fire was caused by mis- 
information of the approach of 
the Japanese invaders, 


The winton destruction of lives 
and = property) ot ~——- Pingkiang, 
Yoyang, .Tungcheng and Tungshan 
by Japanese aircraft had so 
embittered the feeling of the 
people's self-defence units that they 
rezorted to the destruction of the 
city themselves so that nothing of 
military value would he Jeft to the 
enemy when they arrived. 

The statement says that neliher 
the military nor the civil authorilles 
had given orders for the ‘destruction 
of the city. There was then no im- 
mediate necessity of such destructive 
worl as, though Yoyang had been 
taken by the Japanese, the Chinese 
troops were still holding a strong de- 
fence line to the north of Pinglciang 
ond Mio and Changsha was yet far 
behind the firing line. 

As soon as the Chinese High Com- 
mand was informed of the fire, the 
following steps, the sattement reveals, 
were tmmedintely taken: (1) drrest 
and punishment of those responsible; 
(2) appropriation of funds to relieve 
refugees cnused by the fire; (3) con 
centration of troops to strengthen the 


defence of Chaongsho; nnd (4) re- 
orpanisation of the Changsha military 
and police organs and rehabilitation 
of the city. | 

Apprecintion of the help rendered 


anelng of various rehabilitation mea- 
sures, General’ Chen Cheng and 
General Chang’ Chi-chung are now 
in full charge of all rellef measures. 

Emergency relict is being attended 
by the Intérnational Relief Com- 
mission.

Plane’s Record 


Completes 400th Flight: 
Carries 25,000,000 
Letters 


Berlln, Nov. 2, 
Shortly before 12,30 a.m, to-day, 
the regular Lufthansa plane with 
mail from South America arrived In 
Berlin, having flawn over Frankfort 
and on to Berlin without landing. 


This wns the 400th scheduled flight 
of the Lufthansa's mail plane on the 
Europe-South America Service. On 
Friday, shortly before midday the 
Nordstern left Natal in BraziL The 
South Atlantic was crossed in 11 
hours 17 minutes and Bathurst on 
the ‘African coast reached. The 
connecting plane from there reached 
Berlin in less than one day, so that 
this 400th scheduled postal fight on 
the South American service was also 
executed in the shortest time yet 
made, although weather on the last 
part of the flight was bad. 


When, in Februury 1934 this first 
air-service connecting Europe and 
South America was opened, the 
Lufthansa ended the service in 
Brazil, To-day, however, practically 
all of the South American States are 
connected with this trans-Atlantic 
service. From various cities in 
Brazit and the Argentine, branch 
IInes spread out over the whole 
country and provide connections 
with the Syndicato Condor, which

Marine Inquiries 


The Merchant Shipping Or- 
dinnance of 1899 provides for 
public inquiries into shipwrecks 
or other casunities affecting 
shins. An anomaly arises, how- 
ever. The Ordinance makes 
provision for inquiries into 
casualties in which ships are in- 
volved, but in. the definition of 
ships expressly exempts junks. 


As the Ordinance now sbands, 
it appears that there is no 
authority to demand an inquiry 
into an accident involving a ship 
and a junk, or involving two 
junks. 


Actually, departmental  in- 
quiries are sometimes held, al- 
though the authority for them 
cannot be found in the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance. But they 
are informal and althouch law- 
yers are present to watch the 
interests of those involved. the 
evidence is not taken on oath, as 
in a regulorly constituted Marine 
Court of Inquiry. 


The Press is rigidly excluded 
from these departmental in- 
quiries, and what transpires 
behind the closed doors is known 
only to the principals and de- 
partmental authorities. 


An anomaly existy here that 
should be ‘corrected. While it 
would be absurd to require that 
every accident involving junks 
should be investigated, we be- 
lieve that if a marine accident 
ig serious cnough to warrant a 
departmental inquiry, it is 
‘serious enough to be carried out 
in a regularly constituted Court, 
at which evidence is given on 
orth, and to which the public 
and Press should have access. 


Last week such a depart- 
mental inquiry was, in fact, 
held. It was an inquiry into the 
circumstances surrounding . the 


sinking in mid-harbour of a. 
junk, a large number of men, 


women and children aboard be- 
ing rescued by’ European pas- 
sengers on a Star Ferry. What 
transpired at that inquiry is un- 
known, and in all probability 
will not be made known.

Snuff 


ONE of the most unusual 
roles in the history of 
the China trade has been 
played by that farniliar 
domestic commodity. of our 
ancestors—snuff. Not even 
the ubiquitous cigarette of 
our modern era has enjoyed 
ereater popularity; for less 
than a century since, the 
offering of a well-filled 
snuff-box to one’s. acquain- 
tances was regarded in the 
light of a ‘social grace, 

Nowadays, of course, except 
in certain isolated communitics, 
the uso of snuff is practically. 
obsolete, . although singularly 
enough; it is still in vogue in 
China; for in this ancient land 
many of the established habits 
of the past have not yet fallen 
into desuctude. Indeed, there is 
a considerable percentage among 
the more conservative element 
of the Chinese people who retain 
with affection this habit of- 
another era. For them, -moro- 
over, snuff is a daily necessity, . 
and strange as it may appear, 
an exceedingly expensive one; 
for these devotees of pet-yin, or 
“nose tobacco” as it is termed 
in the vernacular, have tho 
tastes of true wrtuosi, compared 
with whom the most avid con- 
noisseurs of rare wines pale into 
insignificance. ‘ 

ARISTOCRATIC CULT 

Strangely enough, snuff- 
taxing’ as practised by old- 
fashioned Chinese has been 
elevated to the status of an’ 
aristocratic cult, distinguished 
by o number of opinions and be- 
liefa which, to say the Icast, 
seem to the uninitiated .to be 
whimsical and even fantastic. 
For instance, thera is the notion 
that snuff, in order to bo good, 
must be old; for, like wine, it is 
alieged to improve with age, and 
after a hundred years or 80, ‘it 
acquires a ‘bouquet’ which is 
absolutely incomparable, and in- 
cidentally, a value which ' is 
many times greater than its 
weight in silver. 


Tho grades “of snuff in-most SB VELU NES 


demand are those imported into 
China from Portugal in the time 
of the Manchu emperors Ch’ien 
Lung and Chia Ch’ing (circa 
1735-1420), which are packed in 
gilt ornamented glass bottles of 
early American manufacture. 
These bottles are of various 
sizes ranging from 2 to 20 
ounces, and while in the country 
of their origin, they were proba- - 
bly intended to hold spirits or 
liqueurs, they were -utiuised by 
the foreign merchants’ at Can- 
ton to serve as contalners for 
snuff. 
PRECIOUS COMMODITY 
According to the firm belicf 
of the present-day Chincse de- 
voter of snuff, the commodity, to 
be of value, must be in the ori- 
ginal glass pnial in which it was 
packed so long ago, and as four- 
teen distinct blends and seven 
different styies of containers 
are recognised, it requires no 
little art to be able to distinguish 
with sufficient exactitude the 
many variations of ‘the product. 
Ench grade, moreover, is of a 
different value, and, a8 re 
marked above, this snuff which 
has survived through the -yeare 
with {ts fldvour unimpaired is 
extremely precious. A_ four 
ounce bottle of genuine old snuff 
will command at the present 
time, no less-than $45 in H.K, 
currency, while one of say 16 or 
20 ounces will easily fetch $160 
or aven more.. '- . < 
‘Modern’ varieties “of snuff,
